As regards returning the am o unt 
paid in the way of tax es. 
Did any one 
ever know of a tax levy being lowered 
as a result of voting a subsidy ? 
Is it 
not the rule, when a raise in rates 
is 
made for any purpose, there is alway s 
found some ex cuse to m aintain such 
raise long after such specific purpose 
has ceased?

This is, indeed, an Ideal house, and | 
it is not imp ossible to hav e, for with 
little trouble one has just been com­ 
p leted at Carrollton. 111. 
While this 
home is wonderful, the av erage Ameri­ 
can home will in a few y ears from now 
be like it. 
Wood is fast becoming too scarce and 
too high in p rice to be used as common 
buiv iinrr material, and the time is al­ 
ready here when, for economy ’s sake, 
architects and contractors are figuring 
to construct all business of steel and 
concrete. 
As the sup p ly of coal dimin­ 
ishes the cost Is adv ancing, so 
that

Th from the Monos, fled to the Yosemite, 
monawere overtaken, and in a battle were 
Vinojalmost entirely exterminated, 
healt 
In 18 56 the first p leasure travel to 
meaijthe Yosemite beg an, and a trail enter­ 
ing the valley from the south side was 
op ened. 
The first house was built in 
hat y ear, op p osite Yosemite fall. 
The 
svhole reg ion was orig inally p art of the 
mblie domain belong ing to the g overn- 
nent of the United States, but the g ov- 
» mrnent g ave the valley to California, 
houg h retaining p ossession of an ex- 
ensive 
surrounding area, which, to- 
ether with the valley, has been known 
or many y ears as the Yosemite p ark. 
Meanwhile a few squatters had lo- 
ated homesteads within the boundaries 
f the p ark, and there were sig ns that 
crtaiu enterp rising p ersons, more in- 
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so-called “meadows.” 
Other consp icu­ 
ous blocks of the unbroken wall are 
called the Three Brothers, 4,000 feet, 
tin* Sp irts, Cap of Liberty , and Sentinel 
Rock. About fifteen miles above is the 
source of the Merced river, which flows 
throug h the valley. There are two falls 
and about half a mile of rap ids In the 
Merced river. 
Nevada Fall, the up p er 
one, is about 600 Let hig h, and Vernal 
Fall is about 4» » o feet. The Bridal Veil 
Fall is on tlie side of Cathedral Rock 
which faces the entrance. 
Bridal Veil 
creek here falls over a p recip ice 630 
feet hig h, and flows over an irreg ular 
bed which forms a series of cascades 
that combined, make a descent of about 
360 feet. 
The total fall is 000 feet. 
Just below El Cap itan is a fall called 
Virg in's Tears, which is over 1,000 feet 
hig h. The waters flow over this p reci­ 
p ice only for a few months after the 
summer heat lias melted the mountain 
snows. 
'Phe Yosemite Falls, nearly op ­ 
p osite Sentinel Rock, is made by the 
Yosemite crock. The first vertical fall 
is 1,500 feet ; then the water descends, 
in a series of cascades, about 025 feet, 
and ag ain flows over a p recip ice 400 
feet hig h. 
In the “Meadows" are a 
variety of flowers and g rasses in the 
early summer months. 
The p rincip al 
trees are the p ine, fir. cedar and oak 
In the vicinity are g reat masses of 
dome-shap ed rocks, and the famous big 
trees of California are near by. Among 
the p rominent elevations 
are 
North 
Dome, Sentinel Dome, Half Dome and 
(Ilacier Point. 
From Sentinel Dome 
may be obtained a g ood view of the 
Yosemite Valley and the 
surrounding 
country . Glacier Point, 4.7 40 feet, also 
affords a mag nificent view. Half Dome 
is an Imp osing mass. 4.7(H) feet hig h.

State of California arrang ed to hand 
over the whole affair to the national 
g overnment, which lias been 
accom­ 
p lished.

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The g reat g org e in tin* g ranite p eak 
of the Sierra Nevada Mountains known 
as the Yosemite Valley was set ap art 
by act of Cong ress in 18 64 “for p ublic 
use, resort and recreation for all time.” 
The Valley has since been taken over 
by the Government and made a p art 
of the nation’s domain, and is now one 
of tlie four national p arks. The name 
Yo-sem-i-te means g rizzly 
bear, and 
was p robably the name of an Indian 
chief. 
The troug hlike valley, walled 
with sheer cliffs of enormous heig ht, 
and p resenting to view within a com­ 
p aratively limited area the most aston­ 
ishing features of scenery known in 
the world, excites feeling s in the mind 
of the observer which are a mixture of 
awe and admiration. 
The Yosemite is 
g enerally reg arded by foreig n visitors 
to this country among our g reatest 
natural wonders. 
The reservation, as now officially out­ 
lined, is thirty -two miles in width, from 
east to west, and forty miles long from 
north to south. 
But the valley itself 
is only six miles long by half a mile in 
width. 
It is sunk just about one mile 
vertically below the g eneral level of 
the adjacent reg ion, resembling a f i- 
g antic troug h of irreg ular shap e, hol­ 
lowed out in the mountains. 
Nearly 
in the center of the State of California, 
the Yosemite is 155 miles from 
San 
Francisco, as tin* crow flics—a 
little 
south of east. 
In early day s the whites in that p art 
•of California had a g ood deal of trou­ 
ble with the Indians, settlers 
being 
¿murdered occasionally, and various out-

Look "above and see the ma jesty of 
the hug e p iles of rocks, the two g reat 
domes g uarding either sides of the he.ul 
of the valley ; see the sky with

chanting p icture, and then g lance into 
the limp id dep ths of the waters r.i.d 
there see ag ain the same p icture so 
startling ly reflected that it seems that 
it is the first world turned top sy -turvy . 
Entering the valley from the lower 
end. the two distinct valley ty p es may 
be seen, the Y-shap ed and the C-sliap ed. 
It lias the characteristics of a g org e 
and also of a canon. 
It is nearly en­ 
closed by wails of g ranite from 3,000 to 
nearly 5,000 foot in heig ht. 
On the 
north side is a hug e block of g ranite 
called El Cap ital). It p rojects into the 
valley so that two of its smooth, al­ 
most p erp endicular faces are visible; 
the heig ht is 3,3(H) feet. 
Op p osite El 
Cap itan are Cathedral Rocks and Brid­ 
al Vail Rock. 
The bottom of the val­ 
ley widens from El Cap itan up to the

Tomas Estrada Palma, first p resi­ 
dent of Free Culm, died in Santiag o

p neumonia comp licated 
with other diseases. 
Ills dentil ends 
a checkered career, during which lu* 
had been a wealthy land owner, sol­ 
dier, exile, p risoner, teacher, dip lomat 
and p resident. In fact, his career com­ 
p assed the most momentous p eriod in 
the history of Cuba, but it did more 
than that. 
In its strang e vicissitudes 
of fortune, its vivid contrasts of ad­ 
versity and p rosp erity , its consistent 
story of self-denial, sacrifice and suf­ 
fering in the cause of freedom, the p er­ 
sonal life of the first p resident of free 
Cuba may fairly be said to have ex­ 
emp lified the history of tlie troubled 
island to whose welfare he dedicated 
his all. 
Tomas Estrada Palma was borp July 
!>, is: 15, on the larg est of his fa Pier’s 
estates, at Bayamo, eastern Cuba. His 
father, who was one of the wealthiest 
and most resp ected land owners in 
Cuba, died while Estrada was y et a 
boy. 
The lad had been sent to Seville, 
Sp ain, to be educated as a lawy er, blit 
on his return to his widowed mother in 
Cuba, he never p racticed law to any 
g reat extent. 
The strug g ling condition 
of the island eng rossed his attention 
and he devoted himself to a study of 
its involved p olitical and economic af­ 
fairs. tog ether with the administration 
of his family estate. 
lie became a lender in the p arty of 
revolution, freed Ids slaves and took 
the field with the army of liberation, 
lie was elected a member of the Cuban 
Assembly , by which body lie was. in 
187 6, chosen p resident of 
the strug ­ 
g ling 
rep ublic. 
Betray ed, 
he 
was 
thrown into 
a 
Sp anish p rison and 
temp ted by Sp anish g old. 
lie sp urned 
ail bribes, and after his liberation, due 
to the surrender of the Cuban insur­ 
g ents, forfeited all he had in Cuba and 
found liis way to Honduras, an oxtle. 
There he 
married the 
daug hter of 
Guardiola, p resident of the rep ublic of 
Honduras, after which he came to Cen­ 
tral Valley. X. Y., where lie op ened a 
p rivate school. 
When the last Cuban war for inde­ 
p endence 
g ot 
under 
way , 
Palma 
p lung ed into the strug g le. 
His task 
was p erformed with such sig nal suc­ 
cess that, when at last the strug g le 


had been ended and the victory won, 
throug h American intervention, it was 
natural that iiis g rateful country men 
should select Tomas Estrada Palma 
to be their first p resident in fact, as 
he had already been their p resident 30 
y ears before in name. 
President Palma found hig h office no 
bed of roses. 
11 is p olitical op p onents 
accused him of undue ambition and of 
usurp ation of p ower. 
The sp arks of 
hostility and 
p artisan 
rancor were 
fanned into a blaze. 
That was a se­ 
rious crisis In the life of free Cuba-- 
the first rig orous tost of her cap acity 
for 
autonomy 
and 
self-g overnment. 
What hap p ened is too recent history 
to call for recap itulation. 
The Unit'd 
States was under moral and treaty ob­ 
lig ation to p reserve the p eace. 
To p re­ 
vent the effusion of blood in another 
revolution, President 
Palma realized 
that his abdication was the best course, 
and he g ave way to an American g ov­ 
ernor. 
The veteran p atriot retired to his 
old estate on the Canto river, far from 
the turmoil of p olitics and 
intrig ue. 
There he ended his day s in the seclu­ 
sion of a p rivate life, erecting the 
crude building s of a new home on the 
old domain and eng ag ing in the breed­ 
ing of cattle, even as his father had 
done before him in tin* g olden day s be­ 
fore Cuba had become the sp oil of the 
sword and torch.

Turning the eye about the horizon it 
meets tin* g rand p ile of rocks known as 
“Cloud's Rest.” so called because its 
p eak is almost entirely buried in the 
billowy veil of the heavens. Next in tlie

“Liberty 
Cap ,” 
Mount Ly dl, Mount Starr King , Mount 
Clark and the Obelisk, and in the mid t 
of all tliis g randeur arc the Vernal and 
Nevada Falls, whose waters sp arkle in 
the dark g reen of the far distant can­ 
yons. 
From one sp ot, called 
Sierra 
Point, can bo seen five 
of the g reat 
waterfalls of the Yosemite. the Up p er 
and Lower Yosemite, the Vernal, the 
Nevada and the Illillouett. 
This is a 
sp ot where the view is one of sup reme 
beauty in this reg ion of g lorious views. 
From Glacier Point the sunrise and 
sunset views arc among the most im­ 
p ressive to ho had any where. 
To see, 
as the sun either sinks behind the west­ 
ern mountains or as it creep s in 
the 
early morn up the eastern facade of the 
rocks, the p lay of the lig hts and shad­ 
o ws, of lints and colors on the cany on's 
mossy dep ths, on the g reatest of water­ 
falls; to see the many -hued lig hts as 
they steal along aud up the faces of the 
rocks, and then scatter themselves over 
tin* floor of the valley, is a 
p icture

Sweet Corn Seed. 
It Is claimed by seedsmen that the 
ears of sweet corn, the kernels of which 
are a deep amber color and more or 
less transparent, are much 
sweeter 
than those In which the kernels are 
opaque and white. 
The kernels having 
a fine wrinkle are supposed 
to 
be 
sweeter than those with a coarse w rin­ 
kle. 
The M aryland station made 
a 
test of these methods of selection and 
it w’as found that practically the same 
sugar content Was contained In kernels 
of different colors, but there appeared 
a relation between the wrinkle of the 
kernel and the sugar content. 
The 
lowest 
percentage of sugar in fine 
wrinkled kernels was abo\’e the aver­ 
age percentage in the coarse wrinkled 
and the highest percentage of sugar in 
the individual ears having a coarse 
wrinkle w’ns much less than the aver­ 
age in the fine wrinkled ones. 


The fowl that begins to molt during 
August or September has a much bet­ 
ter chance to survive the w inter than 
the one that begins in the late fall. 


Wood ashes may be applied at the 
rate of 25 to 50 bushels to the acre. 
One ton of good wood ashes will con­ 
tain about 140 pounds of phosphoric 
acid. 


Use well-rotted manure on the gar­ 
den plot, if you have not done so be­ 
fore, working it well into the surface 
0 or 7 Inches of the soil. Do not delay 
this m atter any longer.

If the droppings of the fowls are not 
In normal condition give a teaspoonful 
of soda w ater (bicarbonate) to each 
afflicted bird. 
In making the w ater use 
three heaping teaspoonfuls of soda to a 
pint of w’ftter. 
Follow with a l-graln 
quinine pill each night for three nights 
In succession.

Careen F o r a g e fa r H o g s , 
A bulletin has Ibsen issued from tha 
Missouri Experiment Station by Dean 
II. J. W aters, giving the results of 
some 
experiments to determine tha 
value of different forage crops for hogs. 
Thirty-six pigs 
weighing 
about fifty 
pounds each were fell in lots on dif­ 
ferent forage crops iii connection with 
com until they were ready for m ar­ 
ket, accurate account being kept of the 
cost of grains made. 
Iii cheapness of grains the finals used 
ranked as follows: 
Corn and skim 
milk, cheapest; corn and alfalfa, sec­ 
ond; corn anil red clover, third; corn 
and bluegrass, fo u rth ; corn and rape, 
fifth ; com and shipstuff, sixth. 
A saving of about 75 cents a hund­ 
red Iii the cost gain wras effected by us­ 
ing grc-en clover instead of fresh blue­ 
grass. 
A saving of $1 a hundred was 
effected by using 
alfalfa Instead of 
bluegrass. 
When It is realized that alfalfa comes 
on early and 
when properly 
clipped 
stays green all summer and until the 
very hard freezes of early winter, Its 
importance as a hog pasture is appar­ 
ent. Clover yields more forage per acre 
than bluegrass, and as shown by these 
experiments, has a much higher feeding 
value. 
It Is of the utmost importance 
therefore, to provide this sort of pas­ 
ture for hogs 
rather than to require 
them to run oil a bluegrass or a tim­ 
othy pasture, or even far worse than 
this, to confine them in a dry lot la 
the summer time. 
This bulletin rec­ 
ommends a succession of crops for prof­ 
itable hog pasture. 


While the clearing up of the patches 
of small trees and brush along the road­ 
sides and fence rows and in the pas­ 
tures may tend to Improve the land­ 
scape from the aesthetic point of view, 
It means the destruction of ju st 
so 
many places of shelter for the bird lif* 
of the locality, which is nu even more 
Important consideration than the Im­ 
proving of the landscape. 


The grape fruit, which is of the color 
of a lemon and of the shape of an 
orange, 
though 
considerably 
larger, 
gets Its name from the fact th at the 
fruit as borne on the trees is c l u s ­ 
tered much as are 
grapes on their 
stein. This fruit Is not at Its host until 
the second year after picking, when It 
Is really too ripe for shipment, which 
accounts for the fact that relatively so 
little of It Is shipped to eastern m ar­ 
kets and for the further fact th at so 
little of th at which Is shipped is in 
prime condition, being picked from the 
trees before it Is really fit. 


To Stop Gullying:. 
Gullying Is a method of land wash­ 
ing that will ruin laud quicker th th 
any other form. 
Owners of hilly or 
very rolling land must be continually 
on the lookout for little gullh-s and 
take means to prevent their enlarge­ 
ment. 
In dealing with this subject 
the Illinois station says the common 
practice is to scatter 
straw’ »n the 
draws or build dams across them at 
frequent Intervals. A coarser m aterial 
used with the straw gives better results. 


G e t t in g P ro fit fr o m P o u lt r y . 
Poultrymen estim ate that it costs I 
cent apiece to produce an egg. 
The 
estimate Is based on the fact that the 
hen lays 120 eggs In the year. 
In 
other words, where tho fowls are con­ 
fined to runs, and the feed must be 
purchased; It costs IO cents per month, 
or $1.20 i>er year, to maintain a lion. 
If the hen is an Indifferent layer, and 
gives hut sixty eggs in a year, her 
eggs cost the poultryman 2 cents each. 
It Is argued by some farm ers that 
their hens cost them practically noth­ 
ing. as they have free range and can 
gather all the food they need. 
There 
Is some truth in that, and there also 
Is some truth In the fact that fanners’ 
flocks seldom yield a profit—at least 
compared with stock in the hands of a 
regular poultryman. There are almost 
as many eggs lost on the average farm 
as are gathered. Hens hide their nests, 
and what eggs are not stolen by ani­ 
mals are subsequently found by the 
farmer, generally after having become 
stale or had. 
It Is a mistake to allow laying stock 
the freedom of the farm. 
Large ru-<» 
and comfortable houses and proper egg- 
producing food would soon be a revel­ 
ation to the farmer. 
An experiment conducted by the Cor­ 
nell Experiment Station in 1902 show­ 
ed that the average cost of feed per 
dozen eggs 
was 9.2 cents, or about 
three-quarters of a cent per egg. 
Tho 
cost per hen for the year was 99.0 
cents. 
At that time W’heat was sold at 
$1.45 per IOO pounds, while at present 
it is $2; brail sold at $1.85 per IOO 
pounds, and now Is $1.80; and meet 
scraps cost $2.15 per PX) pounds, aud 
now w’e pay $2.40. 
So at the preset t 
increased price of fi*ed the cost of feed­ 
ing the hen is easily 20 cents per year 
more than It was in 1002. 
To make poultry profitable on the 
farm It is necessary to breed for better 
laying. This Is done by installing trap 
nests In the henhouses, and each year 
picking out the best layers and breed­ 
ing only from such. 
The farm er must 
grade up his stock; he must get rid of 
the mongrel birds; he must drive out 
the drones, and must encourage the 
workers. 
The farm must produce bet­ 
ter poultry and more of it. 
There are advantages on tile farm 
for poultry raising that tie' poultry* 
mau does not have, and if the latter, in 
many wuiys handicapped, 
can make 
poultry keeping a successful business, 
the farm er should at least make the 
work a valuable adjunct to his income.

Messina, Jan. 5.—Instead of burning 
the ruins of the city to prevent a dis­ 
astrous epidemic, it is now understood 
that the authorities have decided to 
clear Messina of every living person 
and surround 
it 
with a cordon of 
troops in order to keep it absolutely 
isolated. 
The reports of bombarding 
the reins to prevent an epidemic are 
considered prem ature. 
Even after five 
or six day s, the living have been taken 
out of the wreckage. 
Millions in m oney and valuables and 
important records which are buried 
deep must first 
be removed. 
The 
American officials, headed by Major 
Landis, the attach e at Rcme, with the 
aid of six ty soldiers, are engaged in 
the task of clearing up the ruins of 
the American consulate at Messina in 
order to recover, if possible, the bodies 
of Vice Consul Cheney and his wife. 
Although confused and without sy s­ 
tem, the work of rescue has been c a r­ 
ried on bravely by night as well as by 
day . 
Searchlights on the w arships 
flood the ruins with their ray s and 
give light to the salvage parties. 
The 
correspondent 
has 
made 
two 
tours 
about the wrecked city through streets 
piled twenty or thirty feet high with 
debris. 
It was a wilderness of ruin 
a 
mile wide and two miles long. 
B eau­ 
tiful churches, splendid villas in the 
foothills, hospitals, barracks and the 
university all shared the common lot. 
Two-thirds of th e magnificent Norm an 
cathedral, the pride of Messina, is in 
ruins and little or nothing remains of 
the relics of Phoenician, Greek, Ro­ 
man and Saracen architecture which 
marked the stages of Messina’s twreu- 
ty -six centuries of tragic and tum ult­ 
uous history . 
T he loss to the world 
will be irreparable.

Dogs and cats are killed by 
I the soldiers w henever caught feeding 
! on the dead. 
T h e buildings that best 
resisted the sb^ck were the old roy al 
palace, now the prefecture, and the 
archbishop's palace, where ten of the 
inmates lost their lives. 
Although the air in Messina is heavy 
with the stench of putrify ing bodies, 
several groups of Sicilians have cam p­ 
ed out in the cleared spaces of the city 
and obstinately refused the invitation 
of the authorities to move away . 
The 
survivors of the disaster are so dazed 
and worn out th at they are quite in­ 
capable of describing their ex periences 
connectedly . 


Miss., Jan. 5.— In spite ol 
the state wide prohibition law which 
went into effect on January 1, Vicks- 
burgers can get all they w ant to drink 
W ithin 150 feet of the city proper, or 
the Louisiana side of the Yazoo canal, 
a saloon has been opened on a barge.

Only the fact that the national legis­ 
lature was adjourned for the holiday 
recess when the earthquake occurred 
prevented earlier action, although by 
the president’s direction and with con­ 
fidence of congressional approval, sup­ 
plies aboard the naval ships Celtic 
and Culgca intended for the battle­ 
ship fleet, w ere diverted and ordered 
delivered as quickly as their speed 
capacity could take them to the scene
